24 years, July 8 to July 21. 
Senior girls, 15-18 years, July 22 
to August 4. 
Leadership training school (open 
to both sexes), August ll to 23. 
A church workers' seminar will be 
conducted in the leadership camp. 
It will be a two-hour period begin­ 
ning Monday, August ll. Members 
of the .seminar are entitled to all 
camp privileges. 
A laboratory school at Arendtsville 
will be conducted again this year 
by 
the 
leadership 
camp 
where 
teaching will be done in actual sit­ 
uations covering beginners, primary, 
junior 
and 
intermediate 
depart­ 
ments under supervision. 
Units of credit are given for all 
camp work and lead toward stand­ 
ard recognition.

geon, the late Dr. J. McCrea Dick­ 
son, on March 21, and on April 12 
of the same year the first baby was 
born at the hospital to Mr. and Mrs. 
Herbert 
Ovler.

was 
named Philip. 
Averages 110 Patients Monthly 
In tile first 
year 
the 
hospital 
cared for 540 patients, but over the 
20-year period there has been an 
average of about HO patients ad­ 
mitted every month. 
The late Dr. J. A. Smgmaster was 
the first board president. 
He was 
sueeeded by S. G. Bigham. Bigler­ 
ville, who served 
for 
about 
five 
years. 
The late Dorsey Dougherty, 
whose position on the board has not 
net been filled, was president for 
the last 15 years. 
Facilities and services of the hos­ 
pital have increased steadily since 
the institution was opened so that 
tile Warner hospital is one of the 
finest and most complete institu­ 
tions of its kind in this section of 
the state.

40 Cents a Pound Top 
Price for First Fryers 


Fryers appeared at the Farm er’s 
market this morning for the first 
time this year and sold at 35 and 
40 cents a pound, dressed weight. A 
slight upturn in pork and dressed 
poultry prices was noted at some 
stands this morning, while prices 
of most offerings remained steady. 
Dressed chickens that have sold 
at 30 cents a pound for several 
months were marked 32 and 33 cents 
at some stands this morning. Saus­ 
age prices ranged from 20 to 25 
cents a pound; ribs, 18 cents; pigs’ 
feet, 15 cents a pair, and scrapple. 
IO cents a pound or three pounds for 
25 cents. 
Butter brought 30 cents 
a pound. 
The sole sign of spring at market 
continued to be pussywillows. They 
sold at 25 cents for five stocks. 
Potatoes were $1 a bushel and 
apples ranged downward from $1.50 
a bushel for the best storage fruit. 


STUDENTS IN 
DRAFT MUST BE 
RE-CLASSIFIED 


Governor Orders Ac­ 
tion After Colleges 
Close 


[By the Associated PressJ 
Harrisburg, March 15.—Pennsyl­ 
vania’s 422 local draft boards were 
notified today by Governor James 
that 
“students 
and 
other 
reg­ 
istrants in training’’ given a defer­ 
red classification must be re-classi­ 
fied on July I after schools close for 
the summer vacation. 
The governor transmitted to local 
boards an explanatory order from 
national headquarters of the selec­ 
tive service system calling attention 
to a provision in the act for ex­ 
piration of student deferments on 
July I. 
“The proper classification of stu­ 
dents and other registrants in train­ 
ing or preparation constitutes one 
of the major problems of the selec­ 
tive service system,’’ the order read 
“Marked concern has been m ani­ 
fested by educators and other in­ 
terested persons with respect to the 
status of students, after July I, 1941, 
particularly those students enrolled 
in professional, scientific, technical, 
or highly specialized fields of en­ 
deavor.” 
The local boards specifically were 
directed at that time to re-open the 
cases of students classified in “1-D” 
or “l-E" and that they should give 
consideration to “any evidence of 
changed status which may have oc­ 
curred since classification." 
“Students or other registrants un­ 
dergoing instruction may be defer­ 
red in class 2-A by the local board 
where the necessity for which the 
registrant is in training or prepara 
tion is one essential to the national 
health, safety or interest, and the 
registrant is found to be a neces­ 
sary man," the statement said. 
In determining whether a student 
is a “necessary man," the statement 
said the "local board should give due 
consideration to such factors as the 
length of time which the student has 
been pursuing the course in ques­ 
tion, his relative progress and stand­ 
ing in such course, and his relative 
chances for employment or place­ 
ment in the activity for which he 
is preparing.” 


$91 6,905 PAID 
COUNTYBYSTATE 
FROM ’37 TO ’39 


Figures Disclosed in 
Auditor General’s 
Report 


During the last biennium which 
ended May 31, 1939, the state of 
Pennsylvania paid into Adams coun­ 
ty through various funds a total of 
$916,905 of which $88,451 w as-a di­ 
rect return of taxes collected in the 
county for liquor licenses and.gaso­ 
line taxes. 
In the same period county citizens 
and businesses paid $98,921 into the 
state through county officers. These 
figures are disclosed in the published 
report of the Auditor General W ar­ 
ren R. Roberts which has just ap­ 
peared in book form. 
$393,460 for Relief Purposes 
In the two-year period ending 
with May, 1939, Adams county re­ 
ceived $393,460 from the Depart­ 
ment of Public Assistance. Of that 
total, $29,404 was for administrative 
costs in this county. The remainder 
included $150,775 for general assist­ 
ance; $33,971 for mothers’ assist­ 
ance; $139,845 for old age assistance, 
and $39,465 for blind pensions. 
Second highest sum went to the 
schools of Gettysburg and the coun­ 
ty. The state appropriations for the 
biennium totaled $355,600, including 
$41,686 for the Gettysburg school 
district. 
Liquid fuel funds returned to the 
county in the same period amount­ 
ed to $81,301, while liquor license 
fees collected from licensees in the 
county and returned to municipali­ 
ties amounted to $7,150. Municipali­ 
ties also were paid $4,450 as their 
share of the taxes paid upon pre­ 
miums by foreign fire insurance 
companies. 
Payments to State 
A disbursement from the general 
fund of the state to the Gettysburg 
Memorial commission (arranging for 
the 75th anniversary here) totaled 
$74,944. 
Of the amounts paid directly to 
the state during the two-year period, 
the largest sum was gathered in 
transfer inheritance tax which to­ 
taled $43,467. 
Wholesale and retail 
mercantile licenses cost county busi­ 
ness people $18,700. The state game 
fund collected $16,921 from Adams 
county. Dog licenses and fines cost 
$9,736. while the fish fund gained 
$4,194 from this county. 
The re­ 
mainder was collected in auction 
eers\ pool room, brokers’, eating 
houses and theatre licenses and 
stamps on legal papers.

REPORT 100,000 
BRITISH TROOPS 
AT GREEK PORTS 


Neutral Diplomats In­ 
dicate New War 
Front in Making 


[By the Associated Press] 
Tile reported landing of nearly 
100.000 mechanized British troops in 
southern Greece and the tuning up 
of hundreds of German warplanes 
at Bulgarian airports indicated a 
new Balkan war front was in the 
making today. 
Neutral 
diplomats 
arriving 
at 
Belgrade from Athens told of the 
disembarkation of the Britons at 
five ports — and said they expect­ 
ed both British and Greeks to deny 
it officially for strategic reasons 
within 12 hours. 
The ports were not named, but 
Salonika has been mentioned most 
frequently in speculation as to how 
a German thrust against eastern 
Greece might be mast effectively 
met. 
Flame-throwing 
machines, 
tanks and anti-aircraft and anti­ 
tank guns were mentioned among 
items of British equipment. 
Critical Stage Near 
German circles said Hie Balkan 
crisis is "reaching a critical stage" 
and swastika-marked f i g h t i n g , 
bombing and transport planes were 
wheeled from newly o c c u p i e d 
hangars. 
Air Raiders Exchange Blows 
Air raiders exchanged heavy blows 
across the English Channel and 
the North sea in a continuation of 
the stepped-up campaigns which 
both Britain and Germany launched 
after enactment of the British ald 
bill in Washington Tuesday. 
British warplanes blasted at such

80 Cattle Raisers 
Visit County Farms 


Eighty Adams and Perry county 
cattle raisers traveled about 80 miles 
through Adams county on Friday on 
a tour of a dozen county cattle 
farms where they inspected more 
than 500 head of choice beef cattle 
and observed feeding and manage­ 
ment methods. 
County agents of 
the two counties arranged the tour. 
Twenty-five of the persons mak­ 
ing the tour were from Perry coun­ 
ty. The group visited farms of M. 
E. Knouse, G. W. Kaser, Glenn 
Slaybaugh and D. M. Hoffman in 
the morning and then stopped at 
the Biglerville Ihotel and Fidler’s 
restaurant for the noon meal. 
Tile afternoon tour took them to 
farms of Mr. Knouse, Harry E. 
Brown. .John C. Bream. Harry Scott, 
Paul Reaver, M. C. Jones and A. 
B. C. Williams. 
The members of the party com­ 
mented upon the exceptionally high 
quality of steers being fed in the 
county this year. 
They observed 
average weights of various ages and 
breeds of cattle and the effect of 
the types of feed and quarters pro­ 
vided. Some feeders pointed out that 
the feeding methods cannot produce 
cattle of a quality superior to the 
grade of animal purchased at the 
beginning of the feeding period. The 
feeders generally were found to be 
using feed mixtures with a corn base 
with protein supplements supplied 
by cottonseed, linseed or soy bean 
meal. Many feeders use ensilage. 
C. A. Burge, livestock extension 
specialist from State College, ac­ 
companied the farmers on the tour.

Medical Funds for County 
Relief C ases Increased 


Tile percentages of doctors’, den­ 
tists’ and nurses’ bills for service to 
relief recipients in Adams county 
during the months of January, and 
February were considerably above 
those for the last months of 1940, 
the monthly statement of the Ad­ 
ams County Healing Arts 
society 
showed today. In January the prac­ 
titioners were paid 58 and in Feb­ 
ruary 59 per cent of the bills they 
presented. The average for the last 
months of 1940 was between 30 and 
48 per oent. 
Increased state allo­ 
cations made the increases possible. 
The February allocation for Ad­ 
ams county was $510. Out of this 
pharmacists’ bills of $37.61 were 
paid and the balance divided among 
bills from doctors for $757.70; den­ 
tists, $18, and nurses, $21.90. 
In January the state sent $500 to 
cover pharmacists’ bills of $40.17; 
doctors’, $746; dentists’, $14, and 
nurses’. $27.60. 
Several months ago the county 
medical society adopted a resolution 
directed to the state Department of 
Welfare asking Increases in the al­ 
location for medical needs of Ad­ 
ams countians on relief.

The Congress of Industrial Or­ 
ganizations, through an outspoken 
declaration by its president, lined 
up today in opposition to a proposal 
under consideration by President 
Roosevelt for creation of a Federal 
board to mediate strikes in defense 
industries. 
The American Federation of La­ 
bor, through its president, has en­ 
dorsed the proposal. 
While these rival groups pulled 
and hauled on the mediation plan, 
the government opened a nation­ 
wide drjve to register workers for 
jobs on the expanding payrolls of 
armament industries. 
The 4,500 full and part time of­ 
fices of state employment services 
over the country sought voluntary 
registrations by every unemployed 
person, and also by each person With 
an “urgently needed skill” which Is 
not being used in the registrant’s 
present task. 
Murray Objects to Plan 
A few hours before Murray made 
public last night a memorandum to 
Mr. Roosevelt expressing his objec­ 
tions to the plan, William Green, 
president of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, emerged from a White 
House conference announcing that 
the APX*, executive council unani­ 
mously favored creation of a media­ 
tion board which would provide a 
voluntary arbitration system. 
Secretary Perkins’ Idea 
The plan under consideration by 
the President was advanced by La­ 
bor Secretary Perkins and by Wil­ 
liam S. Knudsen and Sidney Hill­ 
man, co-director* of the office of 
production management. It was un­ 
derstood to provide for voluntary 
arbitration and for an 11-member 
board, composed of four represen­ 
tatives each for employers and em­ 
ployes, and three for the general 
public.

IN MEMORY OF—" 
1UIEMORIALS are beautiful things 
—especially when they carry 
on the spirit of the one to whom the 
memorial is dedicated. Beautiful as 
are many of the bronze and marble 
memorials scattered about the world. 
at the best there is something cold 
and static about them. 
A friend of mine in Atlanta, 
Georgia, is having added to her fine 
city’s art gallery, a special wing, 
which 
she has 
called 
“Memory 
Lane,” and in it will be placed 
beautiful paintings, and works of 
art, given by those who wish to leave 
them in memory of beloved ones. 
In this manner will the thoughts 
of the living 
seek to recall 
the 
beauty in the 
lives of those who 
have reached 
Earth’s “Journey’s 
End.” 
I know of no lovelier memorial 
than the one left by the grandson 
of England’s greatest nature poet— 
William Wordsworth. It was in the 
form of a field of golden daffodils, 
presented to the National Trust, 
which keeps ever fresh and in pre­ 
served order, the beauty spots of 
Britain. I hope and pray that this 
spot may not be despoiled by the 
cruel hand of 
man through 
this 
present war. 
Other forms of memorials that 
have always attracted me have been 
libraries and gifts of collected books 
and manuscripts. There is something 
deathless about these. Useful pub­ 
lic buildings, especially schools, are 
another form that inspire love for 
those who once lived and gave of 
their substance to make this a bet­ 
ter and happier world. 
The gift of hospitals, or their en­ 
dowment, is another way of express­ 
ing appreciation, in a memorial to 
a useful life. 
And so are great 
bridges. I would have them dedi­ 
cated to the memory of useful in­ 
dividuals, for it is to such people 
that we owe our gratitude and 
thanks for carrying us safely over 
many an expanse of danger and 
confusion. 
Wherever we see these brief words 
—“In Memory of—” we are remind­ 
ed of those who have inspired love, 
and who, in life, kept planting them­ 
selves, like seeds, later to rise and 
to give in fragrance and beauty a 
silent expression of their devotion 
to ideals and good purposes—through 
their memory.

N concluding our notes on soldier 
of the Revolution Philip Rahn, 
Sr., and his family we wish to re­ 
mind you th at we have already 
given two proofs of his service as a 
soldier of the war for ^dependance. 
The first was his application for a 
pension which was found among the 
papers 
of 
the 
late David 
Mc- 
Conaughty, and the second was a 
statem ent from the Pennsylvania 
Archives that a pension had been 
granted him. Now we quote a final 
verification taken from the Pennsyl­ 
vania Archives — Fifth Series — 
Volume 23 — Page 520. Apparently 
the m uster rolls on while Philip 
R ahn’s name appeared were lost or 
else were never turned in because 
all reference made to him officially 
refers only to his pension. 
The 
statem ent from the Archives fol­ 
lows: 
“Application made from Adams 
County, Pennsylvania, and the ap­ 
plicant, Philip R ahn was placed on 
the pension Roll March 3, 1833 at 
the age of 77 years.” 
Philip R ahn’s Revolutionary War 
Pension claim, S-4750, is as follows: 
“Philip Rahn, while residing in 
Reading, Pennsylvania served, in 
1776, six months in the Flying Camp, 
in Captain George May’s Company, 
Colonel Holler’s Regiment. He en­ 
listed again in 1777 and served two 
months in Captain Charles Crouse’s 
Company, Colonel Hunter’s Pennsyl­ 
vania Regiment. Was in the Battle 
of Brandywine. 
In 1778 or 1779 
served two tours of two months each 
in Captain Charles Crouse’s Com­ 
pany. 
He was allowed pension on 
his application executed August 27, 
1832 a t which time he-was living at 
Conewago Township, Adams County, 
Pennsylvania, aged 75 years. He 
died in March, 1838, and his widow, 
Catherine, died in 1840 in Adams 
County, Pennsylvania.” 
You will notice there is a slight 
difference in the dates given above 
and the ones we had giver! from 
different sources, pertaining to this 
man and his wife. This Is not un­ 
usual, especially when we consider 
the inaccuracy of the few records 
that have been preserved. 
Tile graves of the following mem­ 
bers of the Rahn family are to be 
found in Christ Reformed church­ 
yard.

The inscription on this 
stone rather suggests th at Julian 
R ahn was the wife of the W ashing­ 
ton R ahn mentioned above.

The governor said at Harrisburg 
yesterday he had directed state po­ 
lice to proceed to the Vanadium 
Steel company plant at this sub­ 
urban Pittsburgh community and 
“furnish

with 
the 
protection 
necessary to take out these products 
which are absolutely essential to 
national defense and which are 
holding up other plants. 
The plant, which makes ferro- 
vanadium used in producing vital 
alloy steel, has been closed five 
weeks by a strike of the CIO United 
Vanadium workers. 
The u n i o n 
claimed the company refused to 
hire six plant guards from a list 
of unemployed union members. 
Calls It “Outlaw Strike” 
James said the national defense 
commission had tried unsuccessfully 
to obtain from the strikers permis­ 
sion to ship products out of tile 
plant. 
“I t’s an outlaw strike,” he said. 
“These men are out on strike in 
spite of the recommendations of 
their national officers. 
“The presence of the police will be 
restricted solely to protecting the 
persons who enter the plant to take 
out the products.” 
The governor said his decision was 
prompted by the urgency of national 
defense, and had no bearing on the 
labor dispute at the plant.

Livestock, Library, Fire Arms, Farm Crops Brought 
Unusual Prices; Founder Was Fond of Animals 


“Searching the records of the 
county for facts in the life of 
[James Gettys] the proprietor of 
Gettysburg the vendue [sales] made 
by the executor of James Gettys 
was found and by it much interest­ 
ing data has been made to appear. 
There is no question of his love for 
the animal kingdom for he owned 
horses, and his special favorite was 
a sorrel horse; cows, and they seem 
to have been selected with some 
idea of color; hogs, sheep, ram, 
goats, turkeys, etc. This sale was 
held on March 31, 1815, over ninety 
years ago, 
[126 years ago] 
and

"That the proprietor was an edu­ 
cated man, probably among the 
first scholars of Rev. Alexander Dob­ 
bin in the first classical school es­ 
tablished west of the Susquehanna, 
in the Dobbin home, would appear 
from his library. He must have 
possessed a good library for those 
days, and from its makeup, he evi­ 


dently was fond of the English 
classics.

Sale; Owned Bank and Turnpike Stocks 


“That far away day [of James 
Gettys] distinguishes itself from the 
present day in the matter of fur­ 
niture. Everything was homemade, 
made by the cabinet makers of the 
town. One could not go to a furni­ 
ture store and furnish his house 
with every necessary article in a 
day’s time. It took months for the 
cabinet maker to create enough 
furniture for one to begin house­ 
keeping. This condition made the 
furniture put up at auction valua­ 
ble, such as second-hand furniture 
of the present age could never have, 
and what was true of furniture ap­ 
plied to the linens of the house, 
that had to be made at home, spun 
out of the flax.

“The total of the vendue reached 
the sum of $2,611.45, a goodly amount 
of household and kitchen furniture 
for those days, and did not include 
his turnpike and bank stock and 
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other personal property, nor any 
part of his real estate. 
“The amount of the vendue was 
not the entire estate of James Get­ 
tys. It represented the live stock, 
farming implements and household 
property. The inventory of this same 
property can not be found among 
the papers of record in the county. 
Turning to the account Alexander 
Cobean, surviving executor of the 
last will and testament of James 
Gettys, it appears that the personal 
property sold at the vendue for 
$2,611.45 had been appraised when 
inventory was taken at 2,461.63, so 
that the executor had a gain at the 
vendue of $149.81. 
$12,000 Estate 
“The real estate of James Gettys 
is sold by his executor on Novem­ 
ber 23, 1816, and realizes the sum 
of $6,280.18. In addition the executor 
charges himself with having re­ 
ceived proceeds of certain bonds and 
with 
book 
accounts collected of 
$709.28. With dividends from the 
turnpike stock of $171, dividends 
from the bank stock of $290.12, and 
with proceeds of the sale of the bank 
stock of $675. When the account of 
the executor is flied March 22, 1822, 
the total estate real and personal of 
James Gettys, proprietor, amounted 
to $12,153.02, surely a goodly ac­ 
cumulation for those days. 
“Turning to the credit side the 
interesting fact appears that James 
Gettys, proprietor of the town, who 
had given land to the town to build 
a court house upon, who had deeded 
to the county the lot upon which 
the jail stands, who had donated 
ground upon which a union church 
stood, who had presented to the 
county he had helped to create quit 
rents that yielded that county over 
$200 annually did not have enough 
property to settle fully the debts and 
claims against his estate. In other 
words, his public spiritedness, his 
exploitation of his town and county 
had not paid him, but this fact in 
no way reflects upon this virtue. 
Claims Against Estate 
"Alexander Cobean takes credit 
for 162 items, the larger number of 
them being for small amounts, and 
the nature and character of these 
debts and claims do not appear as 
they are only indicated by the 
names of parties to whom paid. 
The larger sums for which credit is 
taken are evidently loans of the 
proprietor, so that it may be said 
that the men who helped James 
Gettys finance his enterprising spirit 
were John B. McPherson, John Mc- 
Conaugly. James Cobean, John Mur­ 
phy and Wm. Slemmons. Credit is 
taken for certain losses and items 
appraised not finally closed and an 
allowance is made to the executor 
of $575.00 and the result is that the 
estate is indebted to the executor In 
the sum of $1,985.78. 
"It would certainly appear that 
the executor had some way to re 
coup in part if not wholly. 
No 
second or final account can be found 
but some years later James Gettys 
the son. became administrator with 
the will annexed, of James Gettys 
proprietor, and a small amount 
comes into his hands, but when an 
account is filed, there is no estate 
in his hands but a balance due the 
administrator. 
Debts Paid in Full 
“It cannot be said that the estate 
of James Gettys was insolvent for 
apparently all his debts were paid 
in full. There was no pro rata divi­ 
dend to creditors. There is only one 
item in the entire account which 


would trace any part of his estate. 
to his sons and that is a single item 
of $133 paid to James Gettys, II. 
“The pieces of paper upon which 
the account was stated are not with­ 
out interest. 
It Is made of five 
pieces of paper the total length be­ 
ing a few inches less than two yards 
or to be exact, 66 inches. In the days 
when this account was filled there 
was no convenient mucilage to fasten 
pieces of paper together, the seal­ 
ing was done with wax wafers and 
each of the five pieces of paper are 
fastened to the following piece at 
three points with three wax wafers. 
“Probably the most interesting 
find among the old records was the 
original will of James Gettys. The 
will was made during his last illness. 
He was taken sick on March 5, 1815, 
after his return from church. He 
executed 
his 
will 
on 
Saturday, 
March lith , the day before the 
death of his mother, and two days 
prior to his own death. The wit­ 
nesses to the will were James Rowan, 
Mary Paxton and Alex. Russell, and 
the will was probated on March 18,

“The crimes were assault, but the 
nature and cause of the assaults the 
report does not disclose.

New Books 
By John Selby 


I ZACHARY TAYLOR: SOLDIER OF 
THE REPUBLIC,*’ by Hohnan 
Hamilton; (Bobbs-Merrill: $3.56). 
A ANOTHER of the curious blank 
spots in the biographical lit­ 
erature of the country is being 
filled in with the publication this 
week of Holman Hamilton’s "Zach­ 
ary Taylor." It is one of the foolish 
things about American heroes th at 
their reputation with later genera­ 
tions depends almost as much on 
their luck in attracting biographers 
as upon their careers. Taylor has 
been unlucky—until now. 
“Zachary Taylor” is the first of 
tw’o volumes, and it takes the soldier - 
president from his birth in a Vir­ 
ginia log cabin on November 24, 
1784. through the Mexican war. At 
this point Taylor turned to politics. 
His log cabin birth, incidentally, 
was pure chance. 
Actually the Taylors were among 
the best blood of Virginia, and were 
wealthy to boot. But Zachary’s fath ­ 
er had the pioneer urge, and so 
strongly th at although his wife was 
“expecting” he set out for Kentucky 
with her. So that his third son was 
born in a guest cabin on the estate 
of a relative, instead of a t Hare 
Forest, his Orange county home. 
The Taylors were lucky in K en­ 
tucky, too, because Zachary’s father 
chose to settle a few miles above 
Louisville on the Ohio river. 
As 
time is counted on the frontier, the 
Taylor’s became gentry almost over­ 
night, and what is more important, 
they formed a reasonably tight blood 
group, inasmuch as relatives by the 
handful lived nearby. 
It was in 1808 that Zachary re­ 
ceived his commission as first lieu­ 
tenant in the United States Army. 
He did well. Two years later he was 
made captain, and in the same year 
he married Margaret Mackall Smith. 
a neighbor. Another two yearn found 
him defending Fort Harrison, a 
scraggly post in Indiana Territory, 
and so brilliantly that he was made 
brevet major. From that time until 
the Mexican war the story is of a 
slow rise through the ranks of the 
army, a parallel career as a land­ 
owner, and the gradual unfolding 
of a mind which extended its hori­ 
zon calmly as occasion demanded. 
It is not a brilliant story, but^ a 
typical one.

Green, of the University of Prince­ 
ton, delivered the thirty-first Stuck- 
enberg lecture in the Brua chapel at 
the college. The lecture is an an­ 
nual affair established in honor of 
J. H. W. Stuckenberg, D.D., LL.D. 
Tile subject for Dr. Green’s lecture 
was “Liberal Education 
in Our 
Democracy.” 
In his lecture Doctor Gre?n stated 
that “American Education reflects 
the dominant trends of our times.” 
He continued by saying: “By and 
large in this country, we have the 
free elective system; that is, the 
faculty says to the student, ‘We 
don’t know what constitutes a well- 
bounded, liberal education, so we lay 
out our wares’ and in a cafeteria 
sort of way, you pay your money 
and take your choice. Unbalanced 
diets are the rule of the day in 
our educational lines.” 
Speaking of proper social rela­ 
tionships, the speaker commented 
that liberal education is not doing 
its part to form proper attitudes 
and so this task is left to the 
fraternities and sororities and other 
extra-curricular groups. “And these 
organizations have a highly snob­ 
bish, group attitude," Doctor Green 
added. 
Admitting that perhaps he was 
being rather candid, Doctor Green 
stated that “educators have failed to 
give leadership, and have failed to 
cooperate, and therefore the stu­ 
dents 
are 
socially 
irresponsible. 
Liberal education is designed to pre­ 
pare men and women for the good 
life, and to train them for democracy 
and citizenship.
